REVOLUTION AF BUENOS AYRES. 

On Wednesday arrived here the brig Veuus, 
Cant. ‘Tunison, from Buenos Ayres. Mr. Na- 
+waw Cook, the supercargo informs us that a 
revolution had taken place there, similar to that 
the authorities emanating from the 
Supreme Junta of Old Spain had been put down, 
and anew provisional government set up, Wwitly 
professed lovalty te Ferdinand Vi and to contin- 
ue only till his restoration to his throne, but ac- 
tually, no doubt, with a view te complete and per- 
manent independence. Mr. Conk was in confiden- 
tial relations with aomé of the leaders, who im- 
formed him, that they contemplated # govern- 
ment as nearly like that of the United States as 
the genius and habits of the people would ad. 
mit of, but were aware that those were not such 


as to enable them to enjoy the same degree of 


political freedom with as.-—Thus, while the am- 
bition of Bonaparte ix overturning the old es- 
tablishments, and shutting up the usual channels 
of commerce, in Turope, new states are rising, 
and new paths to commerce opening, in tht 
western world. 

Mr. Cook hes favored us with mimutes he 
male of the revolutionary events while he was 
at Buenos Ayres, from which we have taken the 
following extracts. 

“ On Tuesday morning the 15th of May the 
long expected explosion burst forth. A deputa- 
tion from the several military commandants 
waited on the Viceroy, and demanded categor- 
ically his intentions,in the eventof a confirmation 
of the intelligence from Furope, by a vessel just 
arrived at Monte Video, announcing the aetual 
removal of t he old Supreme Junta, the appoint- 
ment of a provisional one, the successes of the 
French, and their approach towards Cadiz, and 
the preparatory arrangements to remove the 
seat of government to the island of Leon. ‘Two 
hours were given fora reply. However, there 
was nothing decisive till Saturday the 19h, when 
the post from Monte Video brought a confir- 
mation of the above particulars. A secend de- 
putation then waited on the Viceroy, & demanded 
an immediate and public declaration of his inten- 
tions ; which he promised to make. Sunday morn. 
ingwthe Cadildo iotified the Viceroy that it wasin 
dispensable that he should resign his command, 
as the authority from which it proceeded no long- 
er existed, and that he must send the staff of of- 
fice to them in session. Inthe interim he issued 
a proclamation to the people of the vicerovalty ; 
in which he took acursory view of the disastrous 
events in Snain, and the efforts making tore- 
store confidence, &e. Ke. ‘Fhis address did not 
satisfy the people, as it left on their minds th 
impression, that he would maintain his authori- 
ty as long as he could. Several of the comman- 
dans entered the palace in the evening at 9 o’- 
clack and demanded a resignation then, ora 
promise of itin the morning—hinting in very 
plain terms that his refusal would occasion an 
eS IRIRTEM esl a ores: nf, Snally con- 
the ensuing day. Patroles paraded the s:revts, 
and the tromps were all under arms in the bar- 
racks, during the night. 

On Monday the ihabitants were in anxions 
suspence—the militaey and partisans of the rev 
olwtion were all iu motion—and the troops to the 
number of 8000; as it was said were under arms. 
The alarm beat nthe morning—the hats of the 
patriots were decorated with the portrait of Fer- 
dinand VIL. under which, and to the button hole 
ofthe coat wastied a white tibbon, signifving as 
they said, union among themselves, and fidelity 
to Ferdinand in the event of his restoration tothe 
throne. At one o’elock a number of persons at- 
tended in the sqnare, and after some difficulty on 
the nart of the Viceroy, he made his resignation. 

Fhe Cabildo summoned a meeting of 500 for 
the next day, the 22d. = [t took place at 10 in 
the evening at the Curial, (none being admit- 
ted into the square but the persons who had 
beer summoned to the meeting, and who were 
furnished with tickets.) The debates ran high 
on the subject of deposing the Viceroy until cor- 
rect information should be reecived of the fate 
of Spain. ‘The principal opposer of the new or- 
der of things was the Bishop. He was answer- 
ed hv a Dr. Castillos, a leading character in the 
revolution, a native lawyer, possessed of conside- 
rable talents and adavring intrepidity of spirit. 
Repeated plaudits announced the favorable re- 
ception his sentiments met with, and the impres- 
sion his oratery had made. He concluded a 
speech replete with eloquence, and with such 
streneih of argument in favor of the change of 
government, as astonished the audience (which 
chicfly consisted of Old Spaniards, who had been 
almost to a man previously opposed to any 
change that would place the power in the hands 
of the people) and induced a vote for deposing 
the Viceroy, 169 to 65. 

Another meeting on the 23d, was held, in or- 
der to confirm by signature the vote of the pre- 
ceding day. Proclamation was made, that the 
Cabiido should exercise the powers of the Vice- 
roy, and proceed to the choice of a Provisional 
Junta, unul delegates from the interior provinces 
could meet, witlhy whom they would forma per- 
manent government. 

The 24th, the Cabildo issued a prockmation, 
announcing the deposing of the Viceroy. They 
assembled again at 4 P.M—The guns announa- 
ced the appointment of a Junta, and the Mayor 

roclaimed the names of those of whom it was 
composed, viz. the late Viceroy as president, and 
six others. Immediate discontent was manifest- 
ed, prineipally on account of the Viceroy’s hay- 
ing any share in the government; and tlic result 
was, thata new election was made on the morn. 
ing of the 25th, and the Viceroy was excluded. 
Provision was immediately made for sending 
deputations to the interior, to invite delegates 
from the Cabildos of the provinces, and to Ureat 
with them respecting a proper form of govern- 
ment. 

Qn the 26ih a proclamation wss issued in the 
name of the Provisional Junta of the capital of 
the River Plate. “Fhe commandants and officers 
waited on them, and swore allegiance in the name 
of Ferdinand VII. 

Oa the 27th, at 3P. M. the troops assembled 
in front of the Curial, formed a hoilow square, 
and were addressed by the President of the Jun- 
ta (their commander,) end the Bishop bestowed 
his benediction on the peopie. The Presideut’s 
address was answered by the troops with repeat- 
ed shouts, and a salute frenmy artillery and mus.

“We have resolved as we by these letters, 
published by our free will, do resolve to resign, 
as we do from thismoment resign, the royal d.y- 
nity of this kingdom of Holland, in favour et our 
well beloved Son Napoleon Lours, and in failure 
of him, in favor of his brother Charlies Louis 
Napcleon. We further desire, that according to 
the Constitution under the guarantee of his Ma- 
jesty the Emperor our brother, the Regency 
shall remain with her Majesty the Queen, assist- 
ed by a Council of Regency, which shali provi- 
sionally consist of our ministers, to whom we 
commit the custody of our guard, under the 
command of Lieutenant General Brunc, second
